NEW YORK, October 23.—The season of 
Italiau opera for this winter was opened last 
evening at the Metropolitan Opera House 
and at the Academy of Music.

The per- 
formances at both places passed off 
smoothiy. In its social aspect, the 
opening of the Metropolitan Opera House, 
last night, was brilliantly suecessful.

The Mogui Indians are to have their snake- 
dance bere this week. Capt. 8. G. ray 
told a Journal reporter yesterday that he 
never saw anything quite so dreadful as 
those snake-dances. ignt days before the 
time for the nee the men goout to hunt 
for the snakes. They take with them the 
sacred meal and the sacred rod, a stick about 
five feet |ong with a fork at theend. ‘They 
take every snake which they find. When 
they find one they raise the stick over him, 
and they watch their chance. and when the 
snake starts to run, with the speed of the 
lightning’s flash they seize him behind tie 
headvand carry him to the pueblo, where 
they put them into a place called an estufu, 
which is a hole in the ground about ten feet 
deep, and eight feet wide and fifteen long, 
and which is covered all over except a round 
hole in the center. 

The dance ground is a smooth piece of 
ground about six feet in diameter, in the 
center of which is the sacred rock. On one 
side is the snake shade, a place about four 
feet square, with walis on three sides about 
four feet high and acurtain hung in front, 
in front of which is a flat board or stick. 
At a given signal eighteen menu from the 
second estufu quickly ascended the Jadder 
and rush to the dance ground. The snake 
herders bring out the snakes and empty 
them into the snake shade, where they are 
kept by the herders with sticks. The elght- 
teen men rushed three times around the sa- 
cred rock, stopping each time in frent of the 
snake shade, and stamping three times on 


> the board in front of the snake shade. Eight- 


een women and eighteen maidens form a 
circle around the outside of the dance ring, 
each with a dish of the sacred meal. 
Eighteen other men rush out, each with a 
stick two feet long, un the end of which are 
three sacred feathers tied. They wave them 
above the snake shade three times, each time 
making a loud, hissing sound like the hissing 
of a serpent. 

The tirst eighteen men then form a line, 
the right resting close to the shade. the other 
eighteen form in front of them. The curtain 
is quickly drawn aside, the herder stirs up 
the snakes with his stick, all the women 
shout, the first man with tire speed of light- 
ning seizes a handful of snakes, grabs them 
with his mouth, the man opposite to him 
seizes him around the waist with one arm, 
with the other hand he waves the stick and 
feathers in the face of the snakes to attract 
them, the man with his mouth full of snakes 
rushes madly around the ripg, supported by 
the other one asa partner, who is waving 
the stick and feathers ali the time. As he 
passes the women, each one throws the 
sacred meal on the snakes. Meanwhile each 
man is seizing a handful of snakes and 

utting them in his mouth—it all being done 

namoment, each one having his partner 

with the feathers and all rushing around, the 
snakes writhing in contortious, the rattle- 
snakes rattling, the copperhead and bull 
snakes a-hissing, the women shouting and 
throwing sacred meal—the whole forming 
one of the most terrible, horrible and revolt- 
ing and unearthiy sounds and sights that 
a man ever beheld. ‘They rush around 
the ring three times, when the 
snakes are dumped by the sacred rock. He. 
says he saw one man with five snakes in his. 
mouth. One rattlesnake caught one of tne 
men by the neck. His partner seized it by 
the head andicked it back. If the snakes 
are not ali takey ont of the snake shade an- 
other lot go through the same thing until all 
the snakes are carried three times around 
the ring. 

At the conclusion of the dance the eighteen 
maidens form aring with the sacred meal, 
about six feet in diameter, the eiglhtcen old 
women form two lines across the ring at 
right angles with the sacred meal, every 
man who can get one catches a snake, throws 
it into the ring and the herders keep them 
there until the sun is just out of sight, when 
every man again rushes intc the ring, seizes 
asnake, and all run as fast as they can 
towards the four points of the compass for 
haifa mile, when they are dropped and let 
goand ali return to the daneing ground, 
where they wave the sacred rod over the 
men who were bitten, chant and invoke the 
snake god to save them. And so ends this 
frightful and horrible orgie. Of course 
those who are bitten die, but the only won- 
der is that so few are bitten, as many of the 
snakes are rattiesnakes.

Were we right or wrong to treat King Al 
fonso to a Dutch concert? Both, perhaps;

Members of reigning families have for near- 
ly thirteen years been to apt to proclaim in 
Paris and amusing French watering places 
sympathy for a gone by state of things, 
which could never be restored without a 
nationai convulsion. It was high time to 
puta stop to their hauteur, which was 
‘brought to the extreme point where it be- 
came underbreeding. How often have we 
not seen royal personages coming here in an 
incognito which was no disguise at all, in 
order to afford their wives a pretext for not 
cailing on Mme. Grevy? Indeed, with the 
exception of the Princess of Wales, the 
daughters-in-law of Queen Vicwria have 
agreed to treat the President’s wife asa Mrs. 
Bishop or Mrs. Archbishop, who are honest 
women enough, but do not share the high 
rank of the Jords spiritual, their spouses. 
The future Queen of England has. never in 
her many Visits to Paris attempted to im- 
pose royal etiquette on the repubtican family 
at Elysee, and never avoided treating them 
as a representative family, because their 
Ways were not ber ways; but the Duchess oi 
Edinburgh, the Duchess of Connaught and 
the Duchess of Albany have always ignored 
Mme. Grevy. ‘Their husbands went as sons 
of Queen Victoria to the Elysee. But their 
wives, who were Royal Duchesses, upless 
Mor the purpose | have mentioned, kept as 
arefully away from itasif it were a half- 
hidden St. John’s Wood estavlishment. 
The Duchess of Edinburgh went into society 
which is rabid in its Bonapartism. As she 
and her husbana eijoy heavy civil list pen- 
sions granted by tue House of Commons 
they are in decency bound to follow the ex- 


ample of the Prince and Princess of Wales 


or keep away from Paris. M. Grevy has 
pushed Joug suffering further than he 
should in meeting royal and imperial airs 
with dignified civility. M. Theirs would 
have never stood half of what he has put up 
with. :

Honorary Colonel¢ies.

The practice of appointing foreign princes 
to honorary commands in the Prussian army 
dates, according to “Jean des Gaules, 
quoted in a French paper, from the 4ast cent- 
ury. It was, if we are to credit this au- 
thority, suggested to Frederick the Great bv 
the court tailor; to whom the monarch owed 
a large sum of money which he was unable 
to pay. Theunfortunate creditor, knowing 
the difficulty of getting ready money from 
the generous, impecunious Frederick, hoped 
toindemnify himself by supplying the uni- 
forms which the colonels and captains of his 
master’s creation would require. All he 
askéd of the Prussian sovereign was that he 
would let him know in advance the name. of 
the individual whom he intended to honor, 
as Well as the rank and the regiment he was 
to have. A “tip’’-tothe valet put the tailor 
in possession of the newly appointed officer’s 
exact measure, and the uniform was ready 
to puton the very day thatthe brevet ap- 
peared in the Gazette. As Berlin was at the 
time visited by a constant succession of 
kings, princes and grand dukes, eager to pay 
their respects to the most illustrious warrior 
of the age, the ingenious tailor had soon 
more custom of the most profitable kind 
than he could well attend to.

This is the very ground on which equal 
suffrage for the blacks was opposed in the 
South. All the distrust there felt with re- 
spect to political power in the hands of ig- 
norant negro masses born in slavery and but 
recently emancipated, is found standing 
like a wall between the ballot-box and the 
intelligent German or Irish citizens in the 
Republican State of Rhode Isiand. Senator 
ANTHONY, one of the -fathers and most in- 
fluential leaders of the Republican party, 
justifies their exciusion from the polls on the 
ground that they are morally and intellectu- 
ally Jess worthy to be . trusted with 
the * ballot than the ignorant § negro, 
who was but a few years ago a 
slave.

The object of tue Léague, which 
is fuliy set forth in tbe resolutions passed on 
*Change and at other times since the Police Board 
scandal began to attract attention, Was 
then stuted. Several geutlemen €x- 
cory that at present. for  instaucé, 
‘ircuit Attorney Harris was liable to break down 
aut any nament, asthe result of continued over- 
work ; that, in this event, there would be a let up 
in the vigorous prosecuiion of the gamblers and 
ringsters While the yacancy was being filled. It 
Was further put before the meeting that the Cir- 
cuit Atiorney, even when inthe best of health, 
needed and sliould have assistance; that, in the 
light of the recent exposures of the ‘management 
of ibe police force, it became the duty of every 
citizen to lend bis aid towards the proper eniorce- 
ment of law and order. There was no evideuce 
at all that the indiguation which was manifested 
xtthe meeting ou "Change had abated,as had 
been prop. esied by those Who were pincbed by 
the general uprising. All the gentiemen present 
were in dead earnest, and were fully lnpressed 
with the ; ‘ 
ABSULUTE NECESSITY FOR THE ORGANIZATION. 
Alter the new Law aud Order League had been 
agreed upon, the meeting proceeded to ihe elee- 
tion of permanent officers. A committee was up- 

olnted who soon returned and reported as follows: 

or President of the League, Mr. Gerard B. Al- 
leu: Vice-President, Carlos 8. Greely; Executive 
Commitiee, E. O. Stanard, John W. Novie, Ed- 
ward Wilkerson, E. T. Allgp. Sam. Kennard, W, 
H. Lee and James O. Broadhead. 

Mr. E. T. Allen begged to decline, because he 
thought his business engagenents would 
not give him sufficient) opportunity to 
atiend to the auties of the Executive Committee. 
On his suggestion the name of E. A, Hitehcock 
Was substituted in his place. 

Then Mr. Kennard arose and said, that while he 
wasin full sympathy with the objects of the 
League, he was afraid that he would seafrcely 
have time to do his full duty, if chosen. He had 
the Exposition matters ou lus hands and was 
otherwise as bisy as he could be. , 

Mr. 8. H. Laflin suggested that,as Mr. Ken- 
nard had requested, he be excused. and that ex- 
Judge James J. Liudley be putin his place. The 
Ssuggeslion met with the approbation of the meet- 
ing. The meeting then proceeded to elect fhe 
officers as mentioned, viz., Gerard B. Allen, 
oer) Carlos 58. Greely, vice-president. 

-xecutive Cominittee—E. O. Stanard, Jolin W. 
Noble, Edward Wilkerson, J. J. Lindley, E. A. 
ssueneuck, William H. Lee, and James UO. Broad- 
read, 

The constitution and by-laws were presented 
and were signed at once by at least sixty promi- 
nent citizens, several gentlemen who were un- 
uvoidabiy absent having empowered these who 
uttended to use their names in this connection. 

it was next stated that what is Known as an 
“emergency fund’ of $3,000 had been already 
raised and was now at the disposal of the League. 
Of this sum, nineteen members had contributed 
$100 each. andihe balance bad been Fralsed on 
subscriptions of $50 and $25. The object of this 
fund wis stated to } as ful- 
lows: Money was needed at once, as the 
MeChesney trial and other maiters would 
come ou very soon, and tis $3,000 had been 
raised to meet immediate necessities.

year. Some discussion here arose as to whether 
Lhe money paid to the “Emergeney Fand” should 
not gu to the coutributor’s credit in the shape of 

‘early dues. Several gentlemen stated that they 
had givep their subscriptions uuder that gimpres- 
SiON. 

Mr. Gerard B. Allen then arose and made a very 
forcible speech in opposition to such aview, He 
that there was absolute greed for the 
“emergency fund’ at the present moment; that 
more money. would soon be requiréd; that, as far 
as b= "yas concerved, What be had already given 
was 1n the shape of adonation, and that he pro- 
po-ed in addition to pay Whatever 
vearly dues were assessed against him. 
He further “expressed the hope that the meeting 
would take,this view of the question. O her 
speakers followea and indorsed Mr. Allen’s posi- 
tion. Tnen Mr. Lafiin moved that the ist of those 
who had contributed to the ‘“‘emergenvry fund” be 
called, and that each gentleman siate whether the 
suln Set 44 his hame Was a free donation, or 
whether he desired it credited to his dues. 
This proposition set at rest what lithe opposition 
there had previously been, each donor delaring 
that what be had subscribed Was a free gift. 

It was stated that tt ought to be an eaxy matter 
to secure as mM Ay as 1,000 memvers of the league 
und that, in this Way, with the yeurly subscrip- 
tions as ioW as 810, there would be $),000 in the 
hands of the commilitee for use each year. 
Messrs. Miles Seils ana S.-H. Laflin were ap- 
poiuted a committee to sbdlicit Membership on 
‘Change and in other places. Ili was decided, 
among oiber arrangements, that a gentleman be 
seiecied to go to Piilladetpiia to look iuw the 
workings of the celebrated Committee of One 
Hundred, which is organized on the same 
Plan as the, Law and Order Lea: ue, 
and which is doing such good work in the proper 
direction in that city. This step was taken for 
ibe purpose of securing the benefits of the 
experieuce of the Philadeiphia committee tn just 
such fights as the bheague experts to 
have on its hands in a_ short: time. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 

was empowered to select its vwn secretary and 
weasurer. 

As a first step, it Is announeed that arrange- 
meuts have been made with Mr. Wm. H. Bliss, 
the United States District Attorney, ana Mr, H. 
T. Kent to actively aid Cireuit Attorney Harris 
in prosecu.ing such Matters as may arise out of 
the present Police Board scandal. It is also 
stated that Messrs. James O. Broadhead and 
Thomas T. Gantt bave been secured 
218 consulting attorneys for the same object. Tue 
League adjourned List night to meet again at the 
cali of President Allen.

“A HOODLUM’S PUNISHMENT. 


The Court of Appeals Confirms the Sentence 
of Henry P. Lang. 

The Court of Appeals this morning affirmed the 
juagment of the Court of Criminal Correction in 
the case of Henry P. Lang, who was arrested 
and tried for throwing stoves at a car cn the Fifth 
street road. The arrest was made under a pro- 
vision of the statute which deciares that every 
person who shall willfully and maliciously throw 
any stone, stick or other thing into or at any 


train, or into or at any car or locomotive whilst 
the same is in motion or otherwise, shall, upon 
conviction, be guilty ofa misdemeanor.” Tie 


defendant demurred to the information on the 
round that a street car is not acar in the mean- 
ng of the statute. In deciuing the case the Court 
or Ap eals says: “The word ‘car’ is generally 
used in this country for any wheeled carriage 
used for earrying goods or passengers upona 
railroad, whejer the road be a tramway over the 
streets of a city, to be operated by horses, or a 
more €Xteuded road to be worked by steam trac- 
tors. The Legisiature. when it enacted this 
section as an independent provision and reduced 
the offense to «a misdemeanor, probably 
intended that the act should apply to railroad 
cars of every description. The st.tute,in the 
plain meaning of its terms, covers ihe offense 
With which defendant was charged, and we see ho 
reason ior saving that because from its context 
the word ‘car’ in the section, as originally 
placed, was apparentiv meant to apply to cars on 
railroads operated by Steam tractors, therefore 
when tuis section was removed from the context 
and enacted as an mdependent prevision, the 
word ‘cat’ is not to be takenin its obvious and 
usual meaning. Ali the judges concur.”
